Breakfast has always been acknowledged to 
be a difficult meal, and I hope that the com- 
petition which has been suspended for a few 
—— will make it casier for the average house- 
wife, é h 
Our lusty ancestors assembled with huge 
appetites, demanding a~faron of beef or so, 
and a tankard of nut-brown ale. These, in 
time, have degenerated to such mere tit-bity as 
kedeygree and kidneys, bacon and eggs, accom: 
panied by tea and coffee; but, even so, the un- 
worthy descendants of thosc hearty trencher- 
men of old find breakfast cn jamilic an 
awkward matter.: Every feminine head of & 
household knows, to her cost, that nothing can 
go wrong quite so easily as breakfast. 

On the Continent they beg the question by 
serving the first meal of the day in the bed- 
rooms, allowing the family to meet when their 
early morning moods have been softened by the 
passi of. the hours. A humane fashion, no 
doubt, but somewhat unpractical in these days 
of toil. 

A clever housewife can do much to render the 
morning meal the most charming of the day. 
The selection of colours is important, for the 
effect of colours on moods is indisputable, In a 
sunny breakfast room, or when the meal is 
served on a veranda, bright colours are allow- 
able, but in the, ordinary diningroom a more 
restrained effect should be sought, and colour 
introduced by the flowers rather than by the 
napery. 


DECORATION. 


An article written on the arrangement of 
flowers should be written in verse, or else be as 
maticr of fact as a seed catalogue. There is, 
fortunately, no rule or measure for the beautt- 
ful, things of life; they are as vague as the 
perfume of roses; so any rules for the com- 
bination of flowers would resuli in something as 
artificial as stage moonlight. Appreciation 1 
the first requisite for any adequate arrange- 
ment of flowers, and according to one's moo 
one may improvise through all the range of 
garden harmonies. 

A shallow glass dish, in which floats a single 
hollyhock blossom, overlooked by a porcelain 
bird, is a pleasant centrepiece for breakfast on 
the veranda when the shadows are still long on 
the grass. Lavender sweet peas, in a bowl of 
primrose yellow china, tempts a smilé to the 
veriest sluggard’s face. Wild flowers are de- 
lightful, used with certain kinds. of china— 
daisies, buitercups, and vetch, for. instance, 
with gay Brittany ware, while the creamy 
bells of the foxglove, amidst a white mist of 
meadow sweet, set in a Chinese blue jar, is a 
perfect makterpiece of loveliness. 

Breakfast fare, of. course, is of paramount 
importance. It is in this connection that I 
hope competitors will help me. In the mean- 
while, have you ever tried the effects of fish 
pie on an early morning temper? Place a layer 


of mashed potato in a buttered glass baking 


dish, then a laver of flaked fish. Cover with a 
well-seasoned cream sauce, and add a layer of 
sliced hard boiled and more sauce. Top with 


a half-inch layer of mashed potato, and mark 


with a fork, grate some good cheese over all, 
brown in the oven, and serve.

REMISSION OF SPECIE 
PAYMENTS. 
PARIS, Saturday. 

According to trustworthy information received 
in Allied circles, the German Government is 
preparing onee more to raise the question of 
reparations on the occasion of the next pay- 
ment on July 15th. 

The German Government is ready to make 
agreed payments until the end of the year— 
namely, fifty millions of gold marks monthly 
in July, August, September, and October, and 
sixty millions in November and December. 

On the other hand. however, Germany will 
demand that for 1925 and 1924 payments in 
specie shall be remitted, and that she shall 
only make deliveries in kind, which were fixed 
this year af a value of 1,450,000,000 gold marks, 
950 milliong of this going to France. 

In this connection, the Petit Parisien stater 
that in exchange for this Germany would 
promise to increase the amount of reparations 
in kind, which, instead of 1,450,000,000 gold 
marks, would be about 2,000,000,000 in” 1923 
and : 
We are threatened, says the newspaper, by 
the economic collapse of Germany and the 
indefinite hold up of the mechanism of repara- 
tions. It is unfortunate that the Allied and 
associated Governments did not, in time, compel 
Germany to borrow in order to pay. 

The Eelair, in advocating as the only 
solution of the crisis, the seizure of German 
wealth, continues :—The present crisis will serve 
to free us from certain. dangerous illusions. 
lt may perhaps compel us to seek a political 
solution of the problem “of reparations. If 
German paper is worthless and Germany is 
insolvent, at any rate the wealth of Germany 
has not taken to itself wings, and it is ¢hat 
which constitutes: our real guarantee. The 
minute the reparations policy is based on 
reality instead of op fiction the franc will rise 
bub this will not be done on the initiative of 
the financiers. ' 

The Heho de Paris says, with regard to the 
moratorium, that two theses are before the 
Allies—-the French thesia, which claims that 
Germany's insolvency is voluntary, and the 
opposite thesis, which claims that Germany's 
economic tion is gnvoluntary, and must 
therefore, accepted. a”

Tennis Cup—One bottle claret, one bottle 
lemonade, two bottles soda water, one wine- 
giassful of sherry, about 15 lumps sugar, rind 
and juice of a large lemon, a sprig of borage, 
a little nutmeg, a leaf of verbena, or scented 
geranium, some ice. Mix together in a glass 
jug the lemonade, soda water, claret and 
sherry. Then add the sugar, nutmeg, and the 
very thinly pared rind of the lemon. Cover 
the jug, and place it on ice. About half an 
hour before serving put in the jug the borage, 
verbena leaf, and some ice, chipped into small 
pieees. If liked when serving a fresh straw- 
berry may be placed in each glass which has a 
pretty effect.

pour over them a pint of the best vinegar 
obtainable (wine vinegar), and cover closely, 
allowing to stand thus for three days. Then 
strain through a flannel bag or fine muslin. 
Add one pound of sugar to each pint of juice 
thus obtained, and allow all to boil together 
gently for ten minutes, taking off the scum 
whieh rises as it boils. When. cool, bottle 
and cork. It is ready for use at any time. 
when the quantity desired, according to taste, 
may be added to a glass of water to make 
a cooling and refreshing drink. If preferred 
effervescing, a small quantity of bicarbonate 
of soda stirred in produces this result, which 
is generally considered an improvement.’ 
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ADJUDICATORS' REPORT. 
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NEARLY 500 RECIPES. 


Between four and five hundred reeipes for 
suminer beverages were received, many of which 
were exceedingly good, and were set out in clear, 
comprehensive terms which enhanced their 
value. It is to be regreited that a number otf 
competitors did net study the very gumple rules 
reguiating the competition, and thereby for- 
feited their chance. This applies especially to 
the competitors who omitted to enclose a coupon. 

Other entrants sent three, four or more 
recipes (in one case tem), with only one coupon 
attached, instead of on every individual 
recipe. 
the recipe deemed the best of the collection was 
included m the competition, but the others were 
disqualified. Writing on both sides of the 
paper, and omitting to number loose pages, 
added in various instances to the labours of the 
adjudicators, whose task was net easy. 

A certain ambiguity of expression was very 
noticeable in some of the recipes, and this fault 
should always be avoided in matters where ab- 
solute accuracy in weights and measures is 
essential. Such terms as a cupfal, a spoonful, 
a little, a pinch, etc., are much too indefinite. 
All quantities should be calculated by standard 
weights and measures, and times should be in- 
dicated by hours or minutes, as the case may 
be. 

li was rather surprising to fihd in the recipes 
for lemonadrts and lemon syrupas (numbering 
about 140) a distinct preference for using citric 
acid and tartaric acid mstead of fresh angel, 
and in most instances the proportion of the acid 
recommended was far too much for the allowance 
of water. Also tlic substitution of Epsom salts or 
citrate of magnesia for ‘carbonate of soda, to 
cause efferves ence, Is not advisable. 

Ginger cordials and ginger drinks of many 
kinds, some to be taken hot, are mere suitable 
for winter consumption, and hardly came under 
the denomination of summer beverages. 

Barley water and oatmeal drinks were sent in 
by very few competitors, but their valuek as 
wholesome and refreshing summer drinks can 
hardiy be over-estimated, The various recipes 
for fruit drinks were decidedly interesting, and 
had: the merit of being new and original. 

Very few competitors sent recipes for claret, 
hoek or cider cups, which are the most papular 
beverages for garden parties, and. indeed, all 
summer entertainments, and which need very 
eareful mixing and attention to ensure success. 
Rhubarb was the foundation of a good many 
beverages, and loganberries and raspberries 
played the principal part in many others,

BOMBS, AMMUNITION,

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BIG PARADE IN BELFAST

WHIPPING ORDERED. 


SENTENCE AT DOWNPATRICK 
ASSIZES. 

An extensive seizure by the ‘police in the 
Banbridge district of bombs, detonators, riffes, 
shotguns, aud a large quantity of ammunition 
lei to the appearance of Felix Byrne, of Tully- 
Orie", at Downpatrick Assizes on Saturday. 

The indictment against the accused was that 
on the 15th June last he had feloniousiy in his 
possession 13 detonators, 200 shotgun cartridg»s 
92 other shotgun cartridges, two . haversacks, 
five rounds of . rifle ammunition, four «4>es 
of rite ammunition, three double-varrei curs, 


gun cartridges, seven rounds revolver ammuni- 
tion, nine rounds millimetre automatic am‘ 
munition, one round of pinfire ammunition, two 
rifle ammunition boxes, containing 1,600 rounds 
of ammunition, and two cotton bandoliers. At 
the outset the accused said that, as a member 
of the LR.A., he refused to recognise the 
Court. Later he said“ 1 was in the Irish Re- 
publican Army in the South of Ireland and 
came home on leave, and was arrested. The 
charge put against me had nothing whatever to 
do with me. I know nothing about the stuff 
whatever.” 

After evidence had been given, the accused 
was found’ guilty, and the judge, addressing 
him, said he was a menace and a danger to a 
peaceful community, and he would sen- 
tenced to 15 strokes of the cat and seven years’ 
penal servitude. :

‘similar attempt, it is reported that the 


United States Government will send 
another financial adviser to Persia. The 
former attempt was in 1911, when the 
United States sent Mr. Morgan Shuster, 
who spent five thrilling months in Persia. 
His most bitter enemy was the Russian 
Government, which was then bent upon 
annexing the northern provinces of Persia 
and did not want any reforms. Mr. 
Shuster’s refusal to call on the European 
Ministers and to take advice from Ameri- 
cans who had ,lived for many years in 
Persia hastened the failure of his mission. 
An ultimatum by Russia was the last 
incident in his Persian career. His suc- 
cessor will face different problems. Russia 
is no longer a force. British: sympathy 
will be with the American, as it was with 
his predecessor, but it will not be potent. 
What Persia really desires is a loan, not 
reforms; but without reforms her chances 
of ever repaying the loan will be slight. 
The Persian “Parlitiiment’’ has refused 
to ratify the treaty by which Great Britain 
offered financial aid. The American repre- 
sentative will be welcomed. with the charm- 
ing courtesy for which Persian officials 
are famous. Reforms will be promised, 
but that any of @iem will be made is more 
than doubtful. For centuries Persian 
officialdom has lived on corruption, and 
the Middle East never takes kindly to 
Occidental efficiency. As the Persian War 
Minister is the most powerful factor in 
the nation, he is likely to claim the major 
portion of any loan that may be granted.

Austria's Appeal. 


‘Austria is

in desperate straits. M. 
Minister at Paris, has 
handed a note to the Reparations 
Commission in which he asks that 
Austria shall be liberated from. the 
foreign control. over revenues derived 
from Customs, forests, domains, salt 
mines and the tobacco monopoly. The 
Austrian crown has shrunk in value from 
50,000 to 100,000 to the pound sterling, 
and the time will come soon, says the 
note, when no bank in the world will 
accept the money, which will then be 
worthless. This. calamity would mean a 
political and social upheaval and a reign 
of anarchy. If neighbouring nations send 
troops, in an &jtempt to restoz» order, the 
result will be ‘merely an aggravation of 
racial and national hatreds, and matters 
will be wotse than ever. In its efforts to 
save Austria the Government proposes five 
plans :—({1) Creation of a bank of issue; 
(2) strenuous economy and suppression of 
expenditure ; (3) increase of revenue; (4) 
an internal loan; (5) reorganisation of 
State development. The bank of issue 
must start with a minimum capital of one 
hundred milhon Swiss francs (nominally, 
four million “pounds sterling). Of this 
sim sixty millions are now assured from 
Austrian banks and local capitalists. It 
is with the object of raising the other 
forty million francs that the Government 
asks to be freed from foreign control of 
Austria’s resources. 


Canadian Cattle. 


The controversy which has been raging 
for such a long time around the question 
of Canadian cattle has reached a very 
acute stage, and it is more than likely now 
that the embargo will be made an im- 
portant issue at the next general election 
in Great Britain. Pending the result of 
the debate in the House of Commons, the 
date of which will be announced this week, 
no. definite steps will be takén by the 
enemies of the embargo; but Mr. Lloyd 
George's refusal to receive a deputation 
from the recent Guildhall Conference has 
caused a great deal of resentment. The 
deputation was received on last Friday by 
Sir Arthur Griffith-Boscawen, Minister of 
Agriculture, who was as emphatic as ever 
in his support of the embargo.’ The argu- 
ments for and against its remeval are too 
well known to require recital. Naturally, 
Ireland hopes that it will be maintained, 
and, as we have not ceased to urge, not 
omy the Irish farmers, but also the Free 
State Government, ought to make every pos. 
sible effort to ensure its maintenance. Ire- 
land’s recent losses have been . severe 
enough in all conscience. The loss of her 
cattle trade would be the last straw. 


MISSION TO TIBET. 


WESTERN BUDDHISTS TO VISIT 
LHASA. 


Reuter'’s Agency understands that a British 
Buddhist Mission to Tibet is about to leave 
England. Certain- members of the party; 
charged with making necessary arrangements, 
are already on their way to India. 

The mission has among its eg a closer 
invetigation of the Tibetan people, their cus- 
toms, religion and la ge, than has yet been 
possible, together with a study of rare books 
and manuscripts known to exist in the monastic 
libraries. These are expected to prove of the 
greatest value, not only to Buddhist scholarship 
and to the study of comparative religion, but to 
fill in many gaps that at present exist in the 
knowledge of the early history of India and of 
the Far East generally. 

An audience will be soughi with the Datai 
Lama, spiritual head of that branch of the 
Buddhist church which prevails in Tibet, at the 
Potala, his great temple-palaee in Lhasa. The 
‘opporthnity will be taken to present credén- 
tials and gifts from Buddhist societies all over 
the world.

A HEALTHY DRINK. 


Cider is a good old-fashioned beverage which 
is still, of course, a favourite drink in the 
“West Country.” In other parts of the British 
Isles at is, however, rarely called for. Yet the 
eiders of Devon, Hereford, and Somerset are 
pure and wholesome drinks, while champagne 
cider is said to be quite as good as many 
expensive sparkling Wines. 

One of the great dtawbacks to cider is its 
tendency to excessive acidity. In fact, many of 
the best ciders are peculiarly prone to rapid 
acetitication. This tendency has the effect of 
making it almost impossible to obtain cider of 
a uniform quality. owever, if the spirit duty 
were at all reasonable, cider could be fortified 
with a small quantity of grain spirit. . The 
alcohol would preserve the characteristics of the 
cider and ma it a comforting drink on a 
winter's day. But with the duty on whiskey at 
72s. 6d. per proof gallon, farmers and cider 
makers would not find it very profitable to sell 
cider for sixpence a gallon. 

Not many changes have taken place in the 
primitive mannfacturing process. The farmers 
are still using the old rule of thumb methods 
which their grandfathers practised. However, 
they are not quite so careful about the qualit 
of the apples which they use. Froquently wind- 
falls and apples unsuitable for the market are 
kept- in a heap for cider-making. apples 
are pulped by antiquated methods. . Stone 
crushers are stil] dsed in some cider-making dis- 
tricts! But nowadays most farmers are con- 
tent to utilise the services of a professional 
eider-maker, who moves about the country with 
a “seratcher.” This machine pulps the apples 
in record “time. The pulp is then prepared for 
pressing out the juice, which runs into the fer- 
menting vessels. The pulp is often soaked with 

ter, which is ' expressed ” twelve hours later. 
This cider, which is inferior to the pure fruit 
juice, is known as “small cider.” 

Under the Finance (New Duties) Act of 1916 
an Excise tax of 4d. per gallon was imposed 
on eider manufactured and sold in the United 
Kingdom. The new duty brought in £70,317 
duting the first year. The following year the 
duty was £148,391 on the 8,633,449 gallons con- 
sumed. However, according to the latest re- 
turns the quantity has now fallen to 3,570,815 
gallons and the duty to £59,514. 

Farmers who make cider for their own use 
are exempted from paying duty. Cider is duty 
free if the farmer certifies that it is consumed 
on his own farm, or that it was sold to a 
neighbouring farmer for consumption on the 
latter’s farm. Farmers must, however, pay the 
duty on all cider sold direct to. private cus 
tomers. .

ST. THOMAS’S CHURCH. 


SOME. OF ITS ASSOCIATIONS. 
a 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


The destruction by fire of St. Thomas s 
Church in this city severs many interesti 
links with the past. ‘The foundation stone 
the church was laid in 1758, at the time when 
a serious Parliamentary Opposition was at last 
organised, and when a concentrated effort had 
been initiated to make Parliamentary control a 
reality in Ireland, and to put an end to a 


system under which Irish interests, Protestant |. 


and Roman Catholic, had been habitually sacri- 
ficed to the exigencies of English parties and 
English statesmen. 

St. Thomas’s Church may be regarded as of 
interest in Irish Church history as the church m 
which William M who was consecrated 
Bishop of Peterborotigh in 1868, and died Arch- 
bishop of York, commenced his ministry. He 
was ordained to the curacy of St. Thomas’s, of 
which his uncle, a son of the famous William 
Magee, Archbishop of Dublin, was Rector. He 
remained in the curacy for two years, till he 
was obliged, owing to ill-health, to resign it 
and to go abroad. 

Archbishop Magee was one of the five 
craduates of Trinity College who became mem- 
bers of the Episcopate of the English Estab- 
lished Church. Of. these five, William Magee 
alone was an Irishman, who had a previous 
service in the Church of Ireland. When he was 
appointed to the English Episcopate he had 
been Rector of Enniskillen, and was Dean of 
Cork and of the Chapel Royal. 


St. Thomas's Church, which had in its curacy 
a famous divine and ggator, who broke the 
record as being the only*Trinity College man to 
hold an Archbishopric in the Established Church 
of England, had among its rectors a man who 
was a great evangelical leader, and one of the 
most powerful factors of his time in the 
creation and deepening of spiritual life in this 
country. The ey Charles Stuart Stanford 
was, from the fifties til] the early seventies of 
the last century, Rector of St. Thomas’s. fe 
had a distinguished career in Trinity Colleg4, 
Dublin, and edited some of the works of Plato. 
He was a man of very noble and commanding 
presence, but his speeches and Sermons were 
marred by a low voice which was almost a 
whisper. 

Dr. Stanford was the acknowlédged spokes 
man of the Dublin clergy, and a "very able 
writer in the Press on religious and -political 
topics. His views were in favour of Conserva- 
tive principles of the most. uncompromising 
character, and his advice, which was eagerly 
sought for and implicitly followed, was 
known to have determined the issue of many 
a hard-fought Parliamentary election contest. 4 

Dr. Stanford was married to Miss Campbell. 
a daughter of Sir Guy Campbell, and a grand- 
daughter of Lord Edward FitzGerald and 
Pamela. He was, by reason of his family as- 
sociations and conventions, on intimate terms 
with many of the most influential political 
leaders of the Whig Party of the day. 
In the Viceroyalties of Lord Carlisle any Church 
preferment which was vacant was open to Dre 
Stanford if he had so desired, and if he con- 
sented to be less extreme in the expression of 
his views—more moderate and leas bellicgse. Dr. 
Stanford, however, was not the man to tone 
down his views, or to prophesy smooth things, 
and he was accordingly passed over in favour 
of the more accommodating divines of the 
period, who were content to humble themselves 
to be exalted. Lord Carlisle on one oceasion, 
with real irritation, exclaimed to Lady Camp- 
bell, the daughter of Lord Edmund Fitzgerald, 
in reference to her son-in-law: “What a pity it 
is that Charles will not allow me to make him a 
bishop !”’

Then, again, St. Thomas s Church is of interest 
as the place of the baptism of Lo Justice 
FitzGibbon, and of Lord Ashbourne, who were 
born in the same street—Gloucester street—in 
the same week, baptised in the same church, 
were Law Officers together, and colleagues on 
the Judicial Bench. It was, moreover, in St. 
Thomas's Church that several famous actors 
were married, including, if we mistake not, 
Boucicault, the late Reg. Chancellor 
Tisdall being on such occasions almost invariably 
the officiating clergyman. 

The church, whose exterior was unpretentious, 
was very beautiful inside, and had some lovely 
monuments to members .of the Hely Hutchinson 
family and to Dr. Brooke, an eminent Dublin 
Serge of the late century, father of the 
tight Hon. William Brooke (a Magter in 
Chancery. who narrowly missed being appointed 
to the Irish Lord Chancellorship) and the grand- 
father of the late Mr. Stopford Brooke, a cele- 
brated preacher and hiterateur, and one of the 
Royal Chaplains. When his promotion to the 
English Episcopate was a moral certainty Mr. 
Stopford Brooke left the English Established 
Church and became a Unitarian minister. Few 
churches in this city suggest more varied or 
more interesting religious, social, and political 
memories than St. Thomae’s Church, which is 
the first church in this city to be destroyed by 
fire since the Dis@stablishment of the Irish 
Church. The last previous occasion on which 
one of our city churches was burnt to the 
ground was on January 8, 1860—more than half 
a eentury ago—when the church of St. Andrew 
in Snffolk street, commonly known as the 
Round Church, thus perished.

LANDS OF MARY’S ABBEY, 


. 2. - 
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Citizens of Dublin who cross and recróss the 
various thoroughfares round and about Nelson's 
Pillar seldom remember the history of the 
locality, or recall that the soil was once part 
of the estate of the great Abbey dedicated to 
St. Mary, which occupied such an _ important 
place in the life of qur capital in days gone by. 

This ancient religious institution was founded 
hy the Danes in 945, and its territory. stretched 
from the district Known as Oxmantown down 
along the river until it met the sea, and it is 
s curious cormmeidence that in the year 1304 a 
great fire took place in the Abbey by which 
most of the public records were burned 

The Abbey suffered many disasters during its 
existence. It was plundered im 1316 during the 
and in 1434 the Mayor and 
citizens were ordered to do penance for some 
acts done against the Abbot of St. Mary’s. 
The spacious lands which had been owned by 
the monks came in time to be lét to persons 
who desired to build residences or places of 
business thereon, and we find mention of one 
Walter Peppard, who in 1543 got a grant for 
a term of 31 years from the Crown, the then 
owner, and his grant was soon given to the Earl 
of Desmond, who, in his turn, some years lat 
conveyed his interest to one Mathew Kiayg, on 
whose his death his widow, Constanze Aime 
made good her claim to the portion conveyed 
by law from the Earl to her husband. The 
Desmond rights became forfeit, and the names 
of John Wakeman and James Hamilton appear 
as recéiving grants, as well as that of Sir 
James Carroll, who had been three times Mayor 
of Dublin. Portion of the property revérted 
to a son”of Constarice King, but it was in 1619 
that Sir Gerald Moore, of Mellifont, Drogheda, 
received from James I. a grant of the Abbey, 
NL lands. Sir Gerald 

ecame dater Viscount Moore of Mellifont, and 
his son, Charles Moore, who was killed in the 
Munster Rebellion of 1643, was succeeded by 
his son, Henry, created Earl of Drogheda in 
1661, the family also being possessors of the 
Cistercian Abbey; at Mellifont, and ‘thus lords 
of territory extending from Dabln to 
Drogheda.

(Ireland) Bill to a Select Committee. Jo- 
morrow he will move that the Select Com- 
mittee should consist of Lords Mayo.

Southborough. Ireland wilt be mentioned 
again in the Upper House on Thursday, 
when Lord Stuart of Wortley proposes to 
call attention to the Government's respon- 
sibility in respect “to the position and 
sufferings of loyalists in the South and 
West of Ireland and to move a resolu- 
tion.” . i 

Possibly, however, his lordship may 
decide té postpone his motion until a more 
convenient season. It is obviously impos- 
sible at the moment for the Government 
to take any active steps to bring relief 
to the Southern minority. All they could 
do would be to call the attention of the 
Irish Government to their condition, 
and that would be both inconvenient and 
unnecessary, since the Free State Execu- 
tive has its hands full in trying to render 
harmless the revolters against its authority 
Who have been causing most of the trouble 
in the South and West. 

Its efforts to achieve this result are 
being watched with sympathetic interest 
over here. The difficulties are not under- 
rated.. We are at last beginning to realise 
—though seven centuries of strife ought to 
have taught us long ago—how largely the 
roblem of Irish governmént is conditioned 
a the physical configuration of the 
country and the opportunities that it 
offers to a defeated faction to keep itself 
in. being. But there are strong hopes, 
engendered by the capable cormluct of the 
operations in Dublin, that the national! 
Army will be equally successful in the 
provinces. 4 

The New Statesman, the organ of intel- 
lectual Labour, remarks that “when, as 
in the present case, the besieged can count 
in the Jast resort upon receiving the most 
chivalrous treatment from the besiegers, 
the corditions become almost ideal from 
the point of view of the Die-hard 
minority.

In the House of Lords Led Salisbury 
has given notice of his intention “to draw 
attention to the grant of Peerages and 
other honours by the Crown upon the 
advice of the Government and to move a 
resolution.” It seems to be generally ex- 
pected that in the Commons the Govern 
ment, &fiter a more or less inconclusi.\< 
debate—for the critics will be somewh.t 
hampered by the necessity of steeri 
clear of the Royal prerogative—will allow 
the motion to be carried. In view of the 
large number of members who have 
assented to it in advance, it would 
dangerous to treat the matter as one 0! 
confidence. 


HONOURS, 


Should the motion be carricd it will 
constitute a landmark in our politica! 
histury. From the time of Walpole on 
waris a considerable proportion of the 
honours conferred have been granted for . 
services to a party rather than to tlhe 
State, though, no doubt, the statesmen 
who recommended them sincerely thought 
that the terms were. synonymous, and 
there is no doubt that throughout the 
period, and particularly during the present 
century, munificent contributions, to the 
party war-chest have been accounted 
public services. But it is obvious that no 
impartial tribunal could take this view. 
Corsequently, aspirants for honours must 
find some more meritorious avenue oi 
approach to them, and the political parties 
must rely for their pecuniary support upon 
the voluntary contributions of their con- 
vinced adherents rather than upon the five- 
figure cheques of social climbers, 


LUXURY AND TAXES. 


The high taxation of the present time 
is playing havoc with the luxury traces, 
such as jewellers and restaurants. One 
jeweller, known all over the world, says 
that since April lie has been taking just 
enough money to pay the wages of his 
staff. Another jeweller-told me that he 
was carrying on his business from the 
revenue derived from repairs and the clesn- 
ing of clocks and watches. He makes no 
profit at all after paying running expenses. 
and is living on his savings. A restaurant 
manager tells a rather similar story. The 
average amount spent on dinners is fullv 
twenty-five per cent. per head lower than 
it was last year. High taxes and hich 
rates are frequently given as the excuse 
to these people fer not spending money. 

Statements concerning a reduction in rail- 
way goods rates have been described as pre- 
mature, but it is generally believed that 
a cut will be made in certain classes of 
merchandise in the near future. Many 
industries ¢Omplain that they are handi 
capped by the present charges: and. thonch 
nothing definite may have yet been de 
cided, a reduction of 25 per cent. is Igoked 
for. :

| The Headquarters Command have lost no time 
in taking the offensive in the Dhblin and Wick- 
low ‘hills, and the converging drive which was 
imtiated yesterday is to-day nearing a success- 
ful’ close. Driven from their outlying positions 
on the crests of tbe hills and the passes of the 
main roads, all the mysterious bodies of men 
who left Bray, Greystones, and Rathfarnham to 
<isappear into a temnorary obscurity have now 
heen rounded up, and are being closely penned 
in the utterly untenable position of Blessington. 

The National troops are strengthening their 
cordon, and drawing it tighter round the four 
five hundred Irragulars who have been driven 
nto the pen. In places they are already within 
half a mile of their objective, and it is pro- 
bable that in a couple of days there will be a 
bloodless surrender. 

Meanwhile large bodies of stragglers have 
heen cut off, and have thrown down their arms. 
(ver fifty prisoners have been taken away in 
lorries, and more are said to be on the way. The 
news of the Dublm débdcle has taken most. of 
‘he spirit out of those Irregulars who have 
heard of it. 


MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 

Yesterday, armed with the necessary permits, 
which are increasing in number, a colleague 
and I set out from Dublin along the Naas road. 
Armed soldiers stopped us at several points, and 
my companion s tortoise shell rimmed spectacles 
caused a particularly zealous guard 
to mistake him for Mr. de Valera. But the 
mistake was easily remedied, and we passed on 
with little delay. About half-way to Naas we 
came across the first evidence of Irregular 
activity—a trench cut across the road in the 
manger so familiar to anyone who travelled, 
or attempted to travel, by motor car during 
the troubles of a year ago.

The right flank of Commandant Bishop’s forces 
lay along the King river which joins the Liffey 
about a mile and a half south of Blessington 
and flows from the south-east and south. His 
left flank lay along a low ridge which runs 
parallel with the tramline about a mile to two 
miles due west of Blessington. His centre 
lay athwart the road from Blessington to 
Poulaphowca. 

Commandant McNulty, meanwhile, had found 
the forces under his command insufficient for 
the task set him, and had \sént back for rein- 
forcements, The going wag difficult, and the 
mountain ridges and dells among which his 
course lay afforded great possibilities of an 
ambush, and rendered it necessary ta recon- 
noitre every step. 

The hills hereabouts are masses of heather 
and rough stone boulders, which make a pace of 
two miles an hour difficult to maintain, and 


although no time had been lost, the force was | 


not sufficiently near to give them a clear view 
of the path the Irregulars had taken, which 
was hidden by a shoulder of the hills. 


THE ESCAPE. 


Throughout the day Commandant Bishop's 
force drew closer and closer to Blessington. 
Movin down from the western ridge, they ad- 
vanced to within half a mile of the town, and 
at the same time circled nearer from the south. 
Finally, at 6 o'clock on the morning of Satur- 
day, judging that the envelopment 
must be complete, a reconnaissance in 
force was made from thé east, and 
a brisk exchange of fire took place. 
The attackers, having gained the information 
required, ceased advancing to organise the 
main wttack—an@ while it was being developed 
the defenders slipped away. 

Their escape was only made possible by a com- 
bination of local hacwledee and adverse weather 
conditions. On the west side of the town the 
ground falls sharply to the river, which here 
flows in a curve under a steep and high line of 
bluffs on the west and south. These would com- 
pletely screen all observation from the positions 
of Commandant Bishop. 

The force of Commandant McNulty, however, 
was by this time close at hand, and must. have 
observed the manquvre were it not that at the 
critical time one of those sudden mountain mists 
came down and completely screened the town 
from his view. Under cover of this the Irregu- 
iars escaped along the ‘road leading to Kilbride. 
Only a few men were left, with a large supply 
of ammunition, which they were told to “ blaze 
away '’ haphazard so as to conceal the smallness 
of their numbers. This they did successfully 
till shortly after 10 a.m., when the forces of 
Commandant Bishop entered the town and took 
15 prisoners, i 


“BEWARE OF MINE,” 

When I reached Blessington at mid-day on 
Saturday the tired and somewhat disappointed 
men were resting, sheltered from the rain by 
their glistening waterproof capes. About a 
quarter of a mile from the town the way wae 
blocked by a big red char-a-banc drawn across 
the road, which bore the inscription—* Beware 
of mine.” The National troops were bringing 
engineers to examine the car, and pending their 
arrival it was thought unsafe to move it. 

Skirting round by the grass, we entered the 
town—a long, straggling street, with houses on 
both sides. The church and the bank had 
formed the chief strongholds of the Irregulars, 
and again a suspicion of mines, arising from 
the presence of many wires leading ijto and 
round the buildings, prevented close investiga- 
tion. Parked in the middle of the market place 
were some seven or eight motor cars which had 
formed the transport of the Irregulars, 
and which they had abandoned in their 
hurry. They varied from the humble Ford to 
a magnificent 1922 Wolseley only just out of 
the hands of the manufacturers, and with a 
palpably aristocratic sneer written all over it. 

From some of the houses arms of a motley 
description were being collected; a .22 Win- 
chester repeater lay side by side with sporting 
rifles, which may have despatched an elephant. 
The number of arms captured was not great; 
‘the most suitable were taken away by those 
who. escaped, especially the “ service” rifles. 

Some of the inhabitants were very bitter 
against the [rregulars, who had helped them- 
selves liberally to food and other articles which 
had come their way. One old friend of mine 
was almost speechiess with grief as he ex- 
plained that £100 would not cover his losses. 
On the other hand, a gentleman ‘who was 
certainly not in sympathy with the Irregulars 
told me that they acted with moderation and 
only took what was necessary for their eub- 
sistence, though, of course, they did nob—

SUCCESSES IN SOUTH 
‘EAST, 
ENNISCORTHY TAKEN, 


The reports issued by G.H.Q. show that 
the national forces are gradually gaining 
the upper hand in various districts. Many 
small bands of irregulars have been eap- 
tured, with their arms and ammunition, 
and in no case have the advancing troops 
encountered a strong resistance, 


GOREY AND FERNS, 


The following official bulletin was issued from 
Army Headquarters at 11.45 p.m. on Satur- 
aay :— 

“The operations of the troops in Wexford 
continue entirely successful. This morning a 
convoy proceeded from Gorey to Ferns. On the 
way many obstacles were encountered, tees 
being felled across the road at s€veral points, 
On arrival in Ferns a party of irregulars in the 
Post Office, numbering 31, were called upon to 
surrender. 

** Resistance was offered for some minutes, 
and the post then surrendered. Four irrégulars 
wete wounded. Medical aid was summoned for 
the wounded members of the party, and the 
remainder taken prisoners, with a Crossley 
machine 21 rifles, 12 revolvers, and a quantity 
of ammunition. The town is now held by 
Volunteers, under Army Headquarters. 

“The troops set out for Enniscorthy this 
afternoon, from where a large concentration of 
irregulars was reported. On arrival in the 
town, however, the troops found that these 
irregulars had evacuated all their posts and 
‘retreated to the country. Enniscorthy was 
taken over by the troops at 4.5 p.m. and posts 
cocupied. i 

“In an engagement with irregulars early 
this week Staff Captain Sean Gallagher, who is 
now in charge of Enniscorthy, was wounded. 

“Several snipers around the town were 
located . and arrested. 

“The prisoners taken to-day .by the troops 
iu Wexford County number over 50. 

“Some of the irregulars in one town ‘in this 
area were found to be in possession of flat- 
nosed .45 revolver ammunition,” 


OTHER CENTRES,

Vessels atriving at Falmouth on Saturday 
reported having experienced terrible’ weather in 
the Channel. The Glasgow steamer Girasol, 
boupd from Fowey to Larne, experienced such 
heavy buffeting off the Lizard that she lost 
ber propellor. Several steamers tried to take 
her im tow without success, Eventually the 
Pyrope, belonging to the same company, hove 
in sight. and succeeded in getting a rope on 
the disabled vessel and towing her to Fal- 
mouth, 

The Scilly Islands motor lifeboat was 
launched on Saturday afternoon in response to 
a messago that a steamer was in distress olf 
the Wolf. Search was made for fifteen hours 
without success, and the sea was so high that 
the lifeboat-could not return, and had to make 
for Falmouth. 

A message has also been received at Falmouth 
that the Izora has sent a wireless message that 
on Saturday she received a call for help from 
a steamer five miles off Pendeen. 

Following on the heavy gale in the Channel 
on Saturday night, the sailing yacht Vanity, 
belonging to the Royal Mersey Yacht Club, and 
owned and navigated by Colonel Cleaver, was 
driven ashore at Sandgate. 

During the height of the gale, the Totland 
Bay lifeboat was launched in response to a 
message that a steamer was showing distress 
signals near Atherfield Ledge. The lifeboat 
set out around the Needles in face of heavy 
seas, but failed to find the vessel, whieh had 
apparently weathered the storm, The lifeboat: 
ran before the gale to Spithead, 'and returned 
‘via the Solent about five o'clock yesterday 
morning, after fourteen hours’ battle with the 
storm, in which she had sailec completely round 
the Isle of Wight. 

A Lloyd's message says that the steamer in 
distress off the Wolf was the Concordia. 
Twenty minutes later she entered Mound Bay, 
and is awaiting tugs. 1

YOUTHFUL RAIDEBS.

Ali the English newspapers which arrived by 
the mail boat on Sunday morning at Dun 
Laoghaire were stopped at the Carlisle Pier. 

A lady relates that “two rather small boys 
with revolvers ” entered her house and asked if 
she had any bicycles in the house. They were 
shown cycles belonging to her daughters. Say- 
ing that they were no good to them, the youths 
went away. A few minutes later they stopped 
a gentleman on the road, and took away his 
bicycle in a motpr car which was in waiting. 

A motor car belonging to Mr. A. Chatterton, 
J.P., agent to the Monck estate, was taken from 
by four men. Inquiries which were made 
luter proved that the National troops know 
nothing of the affair. An endeavour to trace 
the car is being made. 

Some men who for a considerable period have 
occupied Killiney Castle vacated it on Saturday, 
taking with them a number of boxes, which are 
supposed to have contained ammunition and 
food. 

On. Saturday night a provision store at Bally- 
brack was raided, and a large quantity of food- 
stufis was taken away. 

National forces at Dun Laoghaire have car- 
ried out a large number of searches in the dis- 
trict, and have seized a quantity of war 
material, 

On Friday night the driver of a cart, when 
passing near tée bridge barricade in Bray, failed 
to hear the military challenge and passed on. 
Some shots were fired in the air before the man 
realised he had been called to halt. He ex- 
plained that he had not heard the order.

In all discussions on the present condition of 
Germany this deliberate purpose of a small 
but powerful group must be strictly held in 
view. This group possesses several hundred 
million pounds’ worth of foreign securities in 
countries outsiae Germany, and the best inten- 
tions af those members of the Government who 
desire to carry out their country’s obligations 
are thwarted by its.manoeuvres. It may be 
that this group has overreached itself. It may. 
be that the fortunes of the mark. have escaped 
from their control, and that it will plunge still 
farther on a downward course in the manner of 
the Austrian crown. 

The opportunity for that concentrated investi- 
gation of the German problem, on which the 
first stages of European reconstruction depended. 
was frittered away in the exhausting pursuit of 
the Genoa chimera, What with exchanges 
falling all over Europe, with *the growing 
menace of new economic disturbance, and with 
Bolshevism in the background growing more 
desperate, and, therefore, more truculent, the 
retribution from Genoa is coming even mofe 
rapidly than we had feared. It is high time 
for Great Britain and France to take sober 
and earnest counsel together, so that some 
barrier may at last be raised against the 
gathering menace to the fruits of our common 
victory.

FIXED POLICY NECESSARY, 

In a leading article entitled: ‘‘ Common- 
sense about the Air,” TAe J'imes says :—The 
disinclination to face large issues calmly and 
ow their merits that has been noticeable in Eng- 
land since the war is once again affecting the 
attitude of the country towards its cémparative 
defencelessness in the air, The facts are not 
controvertible. The danger is national, and it 
must be met on a national basis. 

There is no true economy in the neglect of 
elementary provision for safety. The time has 
come when all parties and departments of State 
and individuals of influence and authority 
should combine to find a path of safety and to 
lay down fixed lines of policy for the air. The 
condition of Europe is not such as to contain 
any pledge of prolonged tranquillity, and no 
nation can indefinitely rely upon its own de- 
fencelessness as a protection against mischance 
or ill-will. 

If provision be made, and if side by side with 
the making of such provision there be de- 
veloped a sound and far-sighted policy of peace, 
the influence of this country in -the effairs of 
Europe and of the world may gradually rise 
again from its present low estate. But a be- 
ginning has to be made, and that quickly,

Having been defeated in Dublin, bands 
of itregulars are making a final rally 
at Blessington, a pleasant little village in 
the bosom of the Dublin and Wicklow 
hills.

WHITE FLAG, 

After an hour's fighting, 
centrated fire was fired into the position, a 
white flag was hoisted by the irregulars, and 
further: prisoners, to the number of ten, were 
taken, including two men named Carroll and 
Moriarty.

The road had been trenched 
and mined, and snipers were operating from 
the woods adjoining. Several! volleys were fired 
by the troops, who then proceeded to search 
the sanatorium.

VILLAGE TAKEN, 

On Saturday morning the end came rather 
tamely.. When the troops closed in on the town 
the Irregulars had already evacuated it. The 
residents were greailv relieved to have thei: 
ordeal over. The picturesque little village 
now an armed camp, and entries and outpos s 
are stationed at all the approaches, According 
lo the residents, the .bulk of the Irregulars did 
not reach the village until Saturday. st inst.. 
but before that advance guards arrived and 
commandeered buildings, food,. ete. Heacl- 
quarters was established in the ' Ulster bank 
which was strongly fortified. The Bank of Ire- 
land premises opposite were also eccupied 
Everybody either entering or leaving the village 
had to produce a permit An hospital wa 
fitted up in a dairy. There was a full hospita 
staff, including several! doctors and nurses. 

A committee of resideuts was formed to dea! 
with any difficulties that micht arise, but there 
were no complaints to be investigated. The 
Irregulars are stated to have behaved verv well, 
and to have given every facility to the villagers 
Food, with the exception of bread, was planti- 
ful. Catéle, sheep, and pigs were commandeered 
by the Irregulars from neighbouring farms, and 
were slaughtered bv the local butchers. 

In order to relieve the tedium the Irregulars 
formed a band, the instruments of the village 
combination being utilised. .For five or six_dav« 
life continued m this fashion. On Thursday 
some excitement was caused hy the tidings of 
the advance of the National. troops. On the 
following morning firing began, with rather 
heavy bursts, and continued intermittently all 
the morning. When the people came out thev 
found that the main body of Irregulars had 
completely left,the town, and there was nobody 
remaining except a rearcuard. They stayed in 
the village until about 7.30 o'clock on Friday 
night and then left. There were no Irregular:

The destruction of the Land Registry build- 
fn at the Four Courts, Dublin, together with 
‘the valuable documents which it contained, has 
caused much anxiety throughout the length and 
breadth of Ireland among owners of registered 
land, and holders of charges of various kinds. 
Rumours have been put in circulation that 
the effective records of transactions affecting 
these lands are now only a heap of ashes, and 
that the validity and even the existence of 
charges, -ete., may be challenged with some 
prospect of success, If there were any founda- 
tion of faet for mischievous rumours of this 
nature, the position of affairs would be one of 
extreme gravity, We are glad, therefore, to be 
uble to state, on the highest authority, that the 
officials of the department have ‘good reason to 
hope that thy will be able to reconstruct the 
entire register. 
the number of registered titles in existence 
at the time of the destruction of the building 
exceeded 300,000, the principal portion of these. 
heing titles dealing with lands bought under 
the operation of the Land Purchase Acts from 
- 1869 to 1909. Theso were, for the most part, 
stored in the strong rooms in the basement, and 
. these store-houses were constructed of con- 
erete and steel it is probable that they have 
the fire, and that their contents are 
safe. it has not yet been possible to investi- 
gate this matter, owing to the dangerous condi- 
tion of the ruined building, but the inquiry will 
be prosecuted at the earliest moment. 


LAND REGISTRY SYSTEM, 

To understand the position of affairs in the 
Land Registry, a short statement of the system 
followed in the work of the department is neces- 
eary. The old office was founded so Jong ago as 
1708, and was housed along with its sister de- 
partment, the Registry of Deeds, King’s Inns, 
Henrictia street. The Registry of Deeds con- 
tains memorials of deeds affecting houses end 
other property in Ireland, other than those to 
which the title is registered in the Land Regis- 
try. Up till the year 1892 the memorials of 
4/1 deeds concerning land (including houses and 
premises) were contained in the Registry cf 
Deeds department, but from.the date men- 
tioned, as each title became registered in the 
Land Registry, the, Registry of Deeds was 
closed as regarded the title so registered. 

The new Land Registry at the Four Courts 
was completed in the year 1914, and thence- 
forward the work of the registry has been 
carried on at that central office, and at a Jocal 
office in each county in Ireland, these loca! 
offices being mainly under the control of the 
respective Clerks of the Crown and Peace. 

The method adopted for the registration of 
tule to lands purchased for the greater part 
under the Purchase Acts, such 
being compulsory, is explained below. ~The 
Land Commission transmits to the Central 
(‘ffice of the Land Registry al! vesting orders, 
sets of maps, etc., and when these have been

examinéd a register, called a folio, is opened in 
duplicate. The original folio is transmitted to 
the local office in whose area the particular 
lands are situated, the duplicate copy of the 
folio being retained in the Central Office. 
These original folios in the local offices are

FUNCTION OF CENTRAL OFFICE. 
The function of the Central Office, when 
registration has thus been completed, is to 
keep recorded on the registers all subsequent 
transactions by way of transfer, sale, mortgage, 
sub-division, settlioment, transmission on death, 
etc., m such manner that the etaie of any title 
can be seen at a glance either at the Central 
(ffice-or at the loca’ office. The registration 
of all’ those transactions ie effected by tho lodg- 
ment in. the local office of the necessary deeds 
and documemts. @TIhe local Registrar satisfies 
chimséif grrfia facic as to their correciness, 
!  ~cking: ne various items. 
ey drafts on a form the actual werding 
try which, in his opinion, should be 
ot the folio to represent the legal effect 
ransaction, forwarding all papere to the 
Office for final revision. The Central 
ee revises the draft entry, and finally settles 
its form An entry is then made on ihe 
Central Office folio, and the document is filed 
in the office. The draft entry, eo settled, is re- 
turned to the local Registrar who had for- 
warded it for revision and confirmation, and he 
causes such draft entry to be made: on his 
original folio, filed in his own office. 
The title to registered lands thue depends, 
not on the original deeds executed, but on the 
entry actually appearing on the register. The 
principal exeeption to thie rule is in tho case 
of settlements, which, of course. must be re- 
ferred to in order io ascertain the title when 
a person registered as limited owner dics. 

It will he seen that by this prudent system 
of duplicate entries and by keeping the orifinal 
and the duplicate in separate custody. it be- 
comes possible to reconstruct the original or the 
dupheate should one or other ha destroved. 
As a matter of fact, the Central Office was 
able, from its duplicate copies, to reconstruct 
the register of one of the local. offices which 
was destroyed by fire some time ago. 

Should the maps at the Central Office be 
found to be intact, the work of reconstruction 
will be greatly simplified, but in any event the | 
important fact emerges that the legal position 
of titles to land can still be determined beyond 
a shadow of doubt. '

DONEGAL. 


A leader of the Irregulars during the week- 
end sent a note te the headquarters of the 
National troops at Buncrana, County Donegal, 
réquesting an intetviéw. with a view to 
arranging terms, but he received a reply to 
the effect that nothing less than unconditional 
surrender would be accepted. 

Forty-five Irregulars who were captured at 
Skeog House, Donegal, were removed on Satur- 
day morning under a strong escort to Letter- 
kenny. They smashed the windows of the 
Courthouse, broke the furniture, and pitched 
it into the street; tore up books belonging to 
the newly-formed Carnegie Library, and flang 
others out on the square, The National troops, 
who were on guard, observed smoke coming 
from the building, and it was ascertained that 
the place had -been set on fire.

An officer of the Nationa] Army, in a state- 
ment regarding the position in County Donega! 
said that it was complicated by the presence of 
peoplé who had been obliged to leave the six- 
county area. The number of really genuine 
cases of this character was not large .,and it 
was regrettable that neither they nor the 
irreguiars in the county had dissociated them- 
selves from those who had been responsible for 
the wholesale plundering, looting, and terrorism 
carried on under the guise of Republicanism, 
which was.a disgrace to Christianity, Every 
consideration ‘would be given to} any genuine 
case of distress: arising out of the situation 
which, unfortunately, existed in the six-county 
area, but that situation did not in any way 
justify the seizing of property, the plunder and 
waste of foodstuffs, and the campaign of 
violence which had been carried on in Donegal 
during the past two months.

RAID ON SHOP FRUSTRATED. 


Head Constable Orr, Ulster Special Con- 
stabulary, was shot in a Belfast refreshment 
shop last night. 

He was sitting with Constable McKinney in 
a “ box compartment” in John M‘Ardle’s shop, 
in Commercial court, off Donegall street, when 
two men entered and asked for cigarettes. 
When the proprietor turned to get them one 
of the men shouted “ Hands up.” 

The police ran out of their “ box” to grapple 
with the raiders, one of whom opened fire at 
point blank range. ~Head Constable Orr was 
shot in the chin and shoulder. In the excite- 
ment the raiders escaped. 

The wounded man is seriously hurt, but is 
expected to recover.

CONSTABLE'S ESCAPE FROM 
DEATH. 


Detective Constable Patchell narrowly escaped 
death at Belfast on Saturday while arrestin 
armed men on a charge of raiding licens 
premises in Victoria square.” He was passing 
the shop when he observed some commotion 
inside. He entered and found that three men, 
two of whom were armed with revolvers, were 
“holding up” the barman, and were about 
to rob the till. 

The constable drew his revolver and seized 
one of the men. The other armed man im- 
mediately fired et him. “the constable returned 
the fire and wounded his assailant. He 
managed to force one of the raiders into the 
street, and was again fired at several times 
by the other two men. A number of Special 
lice and soldiers were attracted to the scene 
v the firing, and two of the raiders were 
arrested, They gave names of John Gibbons, 
Seaforde street, and John Beattie, Sheriff 
street. Both were said to be armed with 
German automatics. 

During the firing the prisoner Gibbons re- 
ceived five bullet wounds in the legs. Detec- 
tive Constable Paichell had a marvellous 
escape. A bullet penetrated his clothing and 
struck a cigarette case which he had in his 
waisicoat pocket. It entered the front of the 
case and bent the back of it, but did not do 
any injury to the constable.

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PRINCIPLES OF MOTOR 
TAXATION. 


“Taxation must go with capacity to do 
damage. Ai present” (writes “Owen John” in 
The Autocar), “it is not denied that, even if 
modern ‘ pleasure’ cars did do much damage to 
road éurfaces it is grossly unfair all round that 
there should be-only one method of taxation of 
all cars, so that whether a car covers in a year 
a thousand or a hundred thousand miles, the 
tax on both should be identical in amount, 
although the latter car has the opportunity of 
wearing out a hundred times as much highway 
as the former. This is an anomaly, and stands, 
to many, as a symbol of the wisdom with which 
our road laws have been made.

ir James Craig, Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireldfid, on Saturday unveiled a portrait of the 
late Field-Marshal Sir Henry Wilson, which had

gable of a house in.York road, Belfast. ‘The 
ceremony was attended by a large crowd 
of the distrigt. . 

Major-General the Rev. Dr. Simms, late 
Principal Chaplain to the Forces, said that he 
had «pent three hours with the late Field- 
Marshal on the evening before his death, and 
Sir Henry's whole talk and thoughts were of 
Ulster and of how he could help her, 


SIR JAMES CRAIG. 

Sir James Craig, in unveiling the memorial, 
said that at the. greatest crisis in the history of 
Ulster Sir Henry consented, at his (Sir James's) 
request, to help them in the very difficult task 
that lay immediately to their hand, and he had 
hoped that at the end of all their struggles 
they would still have that splendid man in their 
midet; but God had seen fit to take him away, 
and, therefore, it was left to them to carry on. 
They would surely carry on in exactly the same 
way, no matter how many gallant Ulstermen 
might fall as they took each step forward 
towards securing safety of realm and safety 
of their own small State. In working out from 
day to day the necessary measures to safeguard 
the people, to save their lives and their pro- 
perty, one wanted all the encouragement and 
all the help that could be afforded. Sir Henry 
Wilson would have given all the help and en- 
couragement possible had he lived, but as. he 
was dead there was nothing that they could do 
more to his memory than to be braced up by 
the recollection that, if he was not a great 
character, he was a character which had that 
rare quality of going straight to one’s heart. 

It was only a few weeks ago that in one of 
the rooms in his house Sir Henry was lying out 
at full length upon the floor with a map of 
Ulster considering what. special steps could be 
taken for the safety and protection of their 
province. The memorial that they had put up 
that day would be seen by all people passing 
along that thoroughfare, and they could poin! 
it out to their children and say that that was 
a man upon whom they could model their lives. 
There was no reason, thank God, in those days 
why Ulster should, not bring up more and more 
Sir Henry Wilsons—(hear, hear)—for, after 
all, the character and quyslities — tha! 
he possessed were also in the minds 
and hearts of the people as a whole 
—true to principle, unflinching before danger; 
ayd ready to take any risk, not in his own 
interests, but in the imterests of the great 
people who had such a name throughout the 


‘world. 
THE SPECIAL POLICE. 


He (Sir James) desired to say that so far as 
e was concerned Sir Henry Wilson had 
nothing whatever to do with the policy of the 
Government of Northern Ireland. Misrepre- 
sentations, as usual, had been on 
that subject, and he wished to that 
opportunity of saying — and no gnan 
would doubt his word—that if it was undue 
for a moment that Sir Henry had any feelings 
of haired towards the South and West of Ire- 
land, then they were wrong: The Field-Marsha! 
was a great Irishman, and he loved Ireland. 
and he wanted peace and prosperity to come 
to all Ireland. Like a soldier, he confined 
himself to giving advice on the military 
problem with which they were faced. Let them 
remember that their boundaries were invaded, 
that there was no security for them unless they 
could protect. themselves, and that Sir Heury 
was only asked by him quite recently to come 
in and help in making provision to protect 
them. For any man or any paper to repeat 
the statement that Sir Henry had hatred to- 
wards the men of the South and West of Ire- 
land was absolutely false. They were on the 
defensive and the Ficli-Marshal was giving 
them the guidance of his great military train- 
ing, im order that there should be no untoward 
attacks made by those who were against them 
in the future. . 

“The plan that he made,” concluded Sir 
James, “will hold. The plan that he made 
will save Ulster. 1 defy anybody, no matter 
what combination may be brought against us, 
to break down defences that he has raised, 
and those defences are the Special Con: 
stabulary. (Cheers.) There is no use of having 
Special Constabulary and other sorts of force 
unless that force is prbperly disposed, and it 
was in NEANS the disposition oí that force 
throughout our beloved province that Sir Henry 
Wilson was of such valne to me and to my 
Government. Therefore, standing here, charged 
with the protection of the life and property 
of the ople- of Ulster, I tell vou that the 
plans of Sir Henry Wilson will remaim and 
will proye successful under any conditions.”

THE SAVING OF RECORDS. 

TO THE RDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Str,—It will prohably be some time before 
the full measure of the loss and inconvenience 
caused by the destruction of the records at the 
Four Courts is realised. It seems, however, to 
the writer that measures are practicable which 
might to some appreciable extent mitigate, 
though they cannot possibly retrieve, thig loss 
and inconvenience, both in the present and 
future. Very many persons throughout the 
country must have in their possession or control, 


.for the purposes of pending or completed legal 


business or other transactions, (1) certified copies 
of, or extracts from, the official records now 
(2) plain or unverified copies of 
documents which must from their nature have 
been of record—c.y., the pleadings or orders in 
an action; (3) other fófamánta, public or 
private, the loss or destruction of which as 
evidences of title or rights may lead to incon- 
venience or defeat the ends of justice. 

fy suggestion is that, at an, office to be 
opened for that purpose, such persons should 
be at liberty to lodge any of the foregoing. for 
the purpose of having them transcribed into 
books or registers which should, of course, be 
suitably classified and indexed. -They should 
then, being private property, be handed back 
to the persons lodging them. 

In the case of class (1) the copies or extracts 
are already evidence under various statutes, and 
were made and certified by officials in cireum- 
stances which raise a presumption in favour of 
accuracy that is almost absolute. In the case of 
class (2) there is a practical, though not any 
legal, presumption ef the copies being correct— 
e.g., where. a solicitor has caused copies to be 
made in the ordinary course of business of the 
pleadings or ordere in an action. ‘In the case 
of class (3) special conditions as to verification 
might be necessary before admitting the docu- 
ment to the register, and this may also apply 
to class (2). Provision might also be made for 
keeping on record the prima-jacie evidence, from 
custody, handwriting or otherwise, of the 
accuracy and authenticity of a document, on 
which the registering authority acted when 
receiving it. 

It would, of course, require legislation to 
make extracts or transcripts from the registers 
so formed legal evidence of the originals of 
the documents for any purpose, and to prescribe 
the conditions on which such extracte or 
transcripts could be obtained and used; but | 
suggest that the preparation of a short Act 
having these* objects would not present much 
real difficulty, and that the registers formed in 

rsuance of it would ultimately acquire value.

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REDUCING ACCIDENTS. 

With regard to this country (says Zngincer- 
iny) the committee appoiated by the Ministry 
of Transport considers that a prima facie case 
has been made out for supplementing ordinary 
signalling methods by means of automatic train 
control as the only means of obtaining greater 
security against accidents due to failure of the 
engine men. The case is builé up on statistics, 
which are given in some detail in the report, 
and which, somewhat rounded off, formed the 
basis of the paper read by Colonel J. W. 
Pringle before the recent Transport Congress in 
London. An analysis of ten years’ figures sug- 
gests in the minds of the committee that 29 per 
cent. of the accidents investigated would have 
been preventible by control. The figure is 
equivalent to an average of 5.6 per annum, and 
does not include accidents due to excessive 
speed or buffer stop collisions, The former are 
actually very few in number, while the latter 
are not usually preventible in the ordinary 
sense by speed control. Neither, of course, does 
the figure include the large number of minor 
accidents not.investigated.

The system of control suggested by this com- 
mittee comprises automatic stops. at stop 
signals, audible cab-signalling with brake ap- 
plication for warning signals at danger, and 
audible cab-signalling alone for warning signals 
clear. In view of the range of conditions 
to be met, such as ggadients, weight and speed 
of trains, braking power, etc., it is impossible 
to obtain sufficient security in general, in the 
committee’s opinion, without train control at 
distant as well as at stop signals, The compiete 
covers this, but the com- 
mittee asserts its opinion of the higher value 
of control at stop signals, in spite of the large 
volume of opinion in this country which has 
always considered the repetition in the cab of 
distant signal indications of the greater import- 
ance. If train control were limited to auto- 
matic action at stop signals, the estimated 
capital cost involved is brought down to 
£1,295,000, and the annual maintenance charge 
to £105,750. It would not be unreasonable to 
suggest, therefore, in these days when heavy 
expenditure is difficult to arrange, that a start 
might be made with the stop signals only, 
putting up for the time being with the risks 
due to this partial application, such as they 
may be.

SUKKUR BARRAGE 
PROJ ECT. 


FW. Woods, C.1.E.. late Chief En- 
yineer, Irrigation Department of the Punjaub, 
who -recently read a paper before the Royal 
Society of Arts. entitled “ Irrigation Enterprise 
in India,” practically confined his attention to 
the much-debated Sukkur _Barrage project, 
which (says Engineering) he condemned, In 
his opening remarks the author reviewed the 
history of British irrigation enterprise in India, 
and showed that several ill-designed schemes 
had been converted by degrees and slow develop- 
ment into successful enterprises, so that some 
of them were paying a very good return on 
the capital invested. From this Mr. Woods 
passed to a consideration of the probability of 
success of the Sukkur scheme, the cost of which 
is estimated at about £12,300,000—a figure said 
by many engineers to be greatly under- 
estimated. 

At the same time Mr. Woods argues that the 
officia! estimates of the effect of the scheme 
are far too optimistic, and that the increased 
area'which it will be possible to bring under 
cultivation has been exaggerated. The project 
relies largely upon extending the winter irriga- 
tion of certain tracts, but these forecasts are 
unjustified by past experience. - Mr. Woods 
arrives at the conclusion that the project will 
ultimately show a return of only 2.7 per cent., or 
about 68 lakhs of rupees less per annum than 
the interest on the borrowed capital. He also 
considers that the effects of waterlogging have 
not been sufficiently considered, nor the effect 
rof the proposed barrage on the silting-up of 
the bed of the river itself above the Sukkur 
Gorge, and of the canGie. 

The present project has, as is known, also 
been criticised by Dr. Summers, late chief 
irrigation engineer, Sind, who suggested that 
construction of the barrage should be deferred 
till the Rehri Canal works had been taken in 
hand. Mr. oods proposes cutting out the 
barrage scheme altogether and arrangi to 
irrigate annually about 1,800, acres, half in 
each season, using a head regulator enly at 
the off-take at the Rohri Canal,

The Ministry .of Agriculture, England, 
announces that eleven outbreaks of foot-and- 
mouth disease were confirmed during the fort- 
night ended 2nd July. Two of these were within 
the scheduled district of the Birmingham area; 
infection in one of these cases is lieved to 
have been carried in sewage from a bacon 
factory. i 

Four of the outbreaks were connected with 
the Rochdale infected area. Two of these made 
necessagy an extension of the existing echeduled 
area. The remaining five outbreaks oceurred in 
four fresh centres. Two outbreaks were con- 
firmed at Baktwell, Derby, and the others at 
Ponteland, Newcastle-on-Tyne; Holmescharel, 
near Crewe: and Poulton-le-Fylde, Lancashire. 
Thie last outbreak necessitated the slaughter 
of 90 cattle, 68 sheep, and 3 pigs. , 

In each of the fresh centres a “ stand-still '' 
order was imposed over an area of 15 miles 
radius, with the exception of the Bakewell cis- 
trict. the radius of the echeduled area in this 
case being 10 miles, 

In all the 11 outbreaks, the slaughter policy 
was adhered to, the total number of animals 
slaughtered being 357.gattle, 254 sheep, and 69 
pigs. There have been no further outbreaks 
up to and including 4th July, The total num- 
ber of outbreake so far recorded since the com- 
mencement of the incidence of the disease in 
January last is 1,124.

Dr. Cotter, house surgeon at the hospital, 
who attended Mr. Brugha qn his reception 
about 8.30 on Wednesday evening, told the jury 
that his condition then waa very low.. He 
was blanched, severely checked, and his pulss 
was barely perceptible. There was a bullet 
wound in his left thigh, and the thigh bone 
was fractured. An exploratory operation 
revealed the fact that the sciatic nerve was 
almost completely severed, and a _ portion oí 
the femora] artery was ruptured The patients 
condition after the operation, until noon on 
Thuraday, waa comparatively good, but after 
that he graduatiy eank and died at 10.45 on 
Friday morning. Death was due to shock and 
hemorrhage, following a bullet wound. 

Dr. P. J. Smyth, who, in the presence of 
Surgeon Blayney and Dr. MeAuley, performed 
the operation, which consisted of stopping th- 
bleeding, suturing the nerve, and “ setting 
the fractured bone, said that when Mr. Brugha 
arrived at tho hospital he had lost a. lot of 
blood. There was a gaping wound about four 
inches in circumference at the posterior aspect 
‘This, he believed, was caused 
by the bullet having heen flattened when it hit 
the bone, and then tearing tts way 
through. The entrance of the bullet was 
in the front of the thigh. There were no othe 
wounds on the bodv, hut there were marks of 
old wounds which were healed. The sole cause 
of death was the bullet wound in the thigh. 

‘In reply to Mr. Comyn, the witness gave | 
as his opinion that the wound waa caused by a 
revolver bullet, and not by a rifle bullet. 

Surgeon Blayney, in his evidence, said that 
he qyite agreed with that of Dr. Smith. H: 
thought the wound was caused by a rifle bulle: 
and that it had been fired only a few yards 
away.

We (Stock Exchange Gazette) have frequently 
referred to the anomalous position of. the 
holders of this Stock. It was guaranteed as to 
interest by the Grand Trunk Railway out of 
net receipts after payment of the G Trunk’s 
own prior charges, and unquestionably it ranked 
as a charge in front of Grand Trunk Railway 
Guaranteed Stock.

Now 
under wok yong agreement the Grand Trunk 
Guarant Stock is receiving regular interest 
payments yoo. by the Canadian Govern- 
ment, while the Pacific Debentures are in de- 
fault and appear likely to remain so. We note 
that Paymaster Rear-Admiral Sir Francis 
Harrison-Smith, of Wilcot Lodge, Marlborough, 
intends to call an early meeting of the bond- 
holders to consider the position, and invites 
holders to send him their names and addresses 
and state the amounts of their holdings. Cer- 
tainly, nothing but good can come from tho- 
roughly analysing the position and deciding 
what action shall be taken. Sir Francis in 
January last addressed to the Canadian Govern- 
ment a mémorial setting forth very clearly the 
claims of the Debenture holders, and he re- 
ceived a reply in May saying that the position 
was appreciated, but the Canadian Government 
wag scarcely in a position to “ make good un- 
fortunate investments of that nature,” and 
implying also that the holders of Grand Trunk 
Guaranteed Stock would not now be receiving 
interest but for the fact that their votes were 
necessary to authorise the agreement for 
acquisition by the Government. The position 
is very obscure, and, we fear, can only be 
clarified by appeal to the Courts, involving pro- 
longed and expensive litigation.

TROPICAL PRODUCE—HALF- 
YEARLY STATISTICS, 


The principal happening of the week as far 
as the tropical produce market is concerned has 
been the abolition of the differential duty on 
palm kernels (writes our Liverpool Commercial 
Correspondent), but the announcement has so 
far had no effect on the market, and traders 
confess themselves uncertain as to what the 
ultimate result may be. They agree, however, 
that business will be on a broader. basis, that 
the native will be encouraged to greater pro- 
duction, and that the trade turnover will be 
on a larger scale. The palm kernel market 
commenced the week with a considerable show 
of firmness, though, with consumers slow in 
following the advance in prices, the upward 
movement was soon checked, and the market is 
again barely steady. At one period of the 
week a fair amount of trading took place up to 
£18 5s., but growing uncertainty with regard to 
the position on the Continent and the pro- 
nounced check to the improvement in the de- 
mand for copra, which, after a long period of 
dulness, began to show a cheerful spirit, brought 
about a relapse, though at present rates there 
is still an improvement of fully 10s. per ton on 
the week. Late shipments rule about £18, but 
the general position is one of uncertainty, with 
consumers and importers both content to look 
on. The state of affairs on the Continental 
markets is much the same,-and a demand from 
Hamburg for prompt transhipment from the 
United Kingdom has been withdrawn. Refer- 
ence has been made to the brisk Continental 
demand for copra, but this has been entirely 
checked by the heavy depreciation in the Ger- 
man exchange, and prices are now only where 
they were a week ago. At the same time, there 
is no heavy pressure to sell either from the East 
or from London dealers, In the palm ow 
market there has also been a good demand, with 
a substantial improvemen} in prices, but the 
advance was quickly overdone, and ‘practically 
half of it was lost. All River sorts came into 
good demand, particularly soft regulars, which 
gained 20s. per ton for near positions and 25s. 
per ton for distant, while mediums and hards 
were 15s. per ton up, and Lagos gained a few 
shillings. The sales were about 2, tons, with 
Lagos £35, Sherbro’ £34 Ss., and Benin £55. 
The material in sight was helped by eome 2,000 
barrels of Sumatra oil afloat, which was bought 
for this country on the gamo value basis as 
West African oils. The monthly statistics show 
an increase in the stock of palm oil during June 
of 684 tons, which is not regarded as excessive 
in view of the fact that the imports during 
June last—10,909 tons—are only some 250 tons 
below the highest monthly record. The imports 
for this year to date have amounted to 36,119 
tons, compared with 19,370 tons for the cor: 
responding period of last year. Tée deliveries 
have been 35,710 tons, against 22,290 tons, and 
the exports 9,110 tons, against 7,411 tons. The 
Liverpool stock ie now 5,046 tons, against 6,163 
tons last year at this time. With regard to 
palm kernels, the monthly arrivals have been 
rather more than estimated last week. They 
have totalled 25,139 tons (of which Liverpool 
received 17,654 tons),- against 15,287 tons In 
Tune last year. The imports for the six months 
have been 99,471 tons (Liverpool 71,956 tons, 
Hull avd all other ports 27, tons), against 
91.935 tons for the first half of 1921. The 
market for ground nuts remains steady, with 
sellers reserved. The nearest value for de- 
corticated Nigerians is £22-£22 Ss. For 
Gambiers the nominal value is £17 Ss. Refined 
oils have been firm, without any propounced 
change in quotations, though palm kernel oil in 
barrels is ls. 6d. per cwt. dearer. Nut otls, on 
the other hand, have Mas a ro market, with
